A tentative $200 a year increase 
for the nine-man police force was 
the highlight of last night’s Mor­ 
risville Borough Council m eeting. 
The police raise would becom e 
effective April I, and would not 
be retroactive. 


Council w ill m eet next Thurs­ 
day to attem pt a final approval 
of the budget. 


During the discussion on the 
police budget, 
Edward Mannix, 
president, pointed out that sala­ 
ries for police would run $45,200 
for 1959. 


Councilm an 
Charles 
Elcock 
asked M annix if the salary figure 
reflected the increase. M annix re­ 
plied that it did. 


Clothing Allowance 


Councilman Lawrence Lane at 
this point rem arked that “ I w'ould 
like to go on record as being in 
favor of a $200 increase for the 
police with a $75 clothing allow ­ 
an ce.”

Steward com m ented that, ‘‘on be­ 
half of the other em ployes of the

Steward added that, ‘‘the police 
are the best benefited em ployees 
in the borough.”

B urgess Harry Sim pson asked 
council if he m ight say a few 
words on behalf of the police and 
began 
by reading off statistics 
showing the past record of the 
force and the need for nine men. 
‘‘W e’ve got to protect our citi­ 
zens and the only wray to do it 
is with a proper police force,” 
added B urgess Sim pson. “ If we 
needed nine m en in 1956, we need 
them now .” 
He m entioned that m orale with 
the police m ust be kept up, as 
with any organization of its kind, 
and the only w ay to do this Is 
with good pay. 


Peanuts, Says B urgess 


“ It’s not fair for these m en to 
go hom e with $4,000 a year. The 
m oney 
involved 
in 
the 
police 
raise and salaries is peanuts com ­ 
pared to som e of the item s on 
the budget.” he said. 
B urgess 
Sim pson 
com m ented 
that the m en on the force work 
all kinds of hours, facing guns, 
thieves and other dangers. 
‘‘You wouldn’t do it for that 
price 
so 
how 
can 
you 
expect 
them to do it,” he added. 
F lcock asked the B urgess how 
the w ages of the M orrisville po­ 
lice com pared with area salaries. 
Burgess Sim pson replied that the 
borough w as the low est in the po­ 
lice salary group. 
Mann said “I ’m personally op­ 
posed to any cut of the force 
but I feel we should give careful 
study to the increase in refer­ 
ence to increases for other bor­ 
ough em p loyees.” 
Danbury asked, “ How do po­ 
lice w ages com pare with other 
em ploye w ages at this tim e.” 
“ W ages for other borough em ­ 
ployes 
are 
generally 
lower 
throughout,” replied Steward. 
In other business, about eight 
representatives of local fire com ­ 
panies attended the m eeting to 
hear the decision on the budget 
for firem en. 
The council in a quick d iscus­ 
sion voted to give the firem en
